WEST  COAST  ITEMS. 
— The  earthquake   shocks    in    Chili    have    con. 
tinued   up   10   the    6th    inst.,  .but  with  greatly  ,li- 
mini  shed  intensity, 

— Tlie  Chilian  government  has  called  in  its  mili- 
tary officers  who  have  been  loja'el  at  distant 
points  of  the  country. 

—The  liberal  party  in  Chili  has  nominated  I), 
Frederico  Errazuriz  as  its  candidate  far  the  presi- 
dency. The  conservative  candidate  is  said  to  he 
D.  Vicente  Reyes. 
— According  to  mail  advices  the  Transandina 
■ay  has  been  embargoed  by  various  Chilian 
are  creditors  of  that  enterprise  to  an 
aggregate  of /8s, 600. 

—The  Chilian  government  has  resolved  upon 
the  constiuctton  of  additional  f  irtificatiins  in  var- 
ious parts  of  the  country.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
see  at  what  price  the  next  Chilian  loan  will  be 
taken  in  London. 

—The  Lima  journalist  nre  trying  to  improve 
the  relations  between  PenS  and  Chili  be  espousing 
the  Argentine  claim  in  the  boundary  dispute.  It 
would  be  wiser,  perhaps,  were  they  to  devote 
themselves  exclusively  10  their  own  afnirs. 

—The  Bolivian  treaty  is  still  hung  tip,  and  110 
one  outside  of  official  circles  seems  to  have  the 
least  idea  how  the  deadlock  is  to  be  settled.  There 
does  not  seems  to  have  been  any  call  for  the 
impeachment  —  or  even  the  dismissal  —  of  the 
Chilian  minister  in  Bolivia,  who  signed  the  rider 
to  the  treaty,  which  congress  rejected  so  pet- 
emptonly.  The  veil  of  mystery  which  is  thrown 
over  inletnational  affairs  in  Chili,  and  the  reticence 
of  the  newspapers  -which  springs  as  much  from 
indolence  ami  ignorance  as  from  discret 'on— are 
rue umtahle  for  many  remarkable  thing-,  but  for 
noihing  more  astonishing  than  the  fact  that  Sr 
(ionzalo  Malta  can  remain  at  his  post  in  La  P.u 
after  the  fiasco  with  Ihe  treaty.  Did  lie  sign  the 
objectionable  clause  on  bis  own  responsibility,  oi- 
ls it  possible  that  our  foreign  minister  authorised 
the  acceptance  of  conditions  which  would  enable 
Ho] i via  two  years  hence  to  denounce  the  treaty 
unless  Chili  ceded  Valparaiso  t>  her  "as  an 
adequate  fulfilment  of  her  commercial  and  political 
needs  for  ihe  present  and  future"!  —  Valparaiso 
Ktvim,  Match  151b. 

—The  deficit  in  this  year's  budget  stands  at 
a  higher  figure  than  we  anticipated.  We  publish 
elsewhere  an  abstract  ol  a  statement  issued  by  the 
Treasury  shewing  that  $7,500,000  have  been 
voted  outside  the  e-timates,  bringing  up  the  total 
authorised  expenditure  to  $94,500,000  against 
ordinary  revenues  not  likely  to  exceed  $83,000,000 
It  is  perfectly  true  that  part  of  this  expenditure 
may  with  greater  or  less  propriety  be  charged 
against  the  proceeds  of  the  loans  lately  contracted 
or  about  to  be  contracted,  but  unforlunately  there 
seems  every  reason  to  fear  that  the  defensive  ex- 
penditure which  has  not  been  provided  for  in  the 
estimate*  will  absorb  the  greater  part,  if  not  all, 
■if  the  ,£4,000,000  loan.  It  is  stated  that  the 
cabinet  have  given  (heir  serious  attention  lo  the

From  this  time  onwards  sho;ks  occurred  in  rapid 
succession   and    an    ansiou*    time     wns  passed  till 

daylight, 

From  midnight  until  6.50  ft,  m.,  that  is  to  say, 
in  barely  seven  hours,  fourteen  shocks  of  consider- 
able intensity,  occurred  in  the  following  order  : 
—  12.09  a.  m.;  12.42;  12.47;  1. 15  ;  [,22;  [.40; 
2,00;  1.12;  2.20;  2.55;  3.25  ,  3,43;  5.00;  and 
6.50.  During  these  seven  anxious  hours  the 
streets,  the  sidewalks,  the  squares  the  Grail 
Avcnida,  the  Avenida  de  las  Deltcias,  the  Paiqtie 
Municipal,  which  was  thrown  open  to  the  public, 
were  filled  with  people,  some  attempting  to  court 
sleep  on  chairs,  and  on  improvised  shakedowns, 
the  majority  moving  about,  out  all  alike  uneasy 
and  apprehensive.  Some  found  a  temporary  rest- 
ing place  in  liellavisU  and  li.iron  stations,  not  a 
few  obtained  shelter  in  cars  at  the  latter  staiion, 
whilst  many  families  hired  cabs  In  which  they  ac 
commodated  tlieir  little  ones  for  the  night.  Ue- 
sides  the  shocks  just  enumerated  there  we >e  many 
minor  ones,  but  after  the  shock  of  6.30  a.  111.,  on 
Saturday,  thee  was  comparative  repose  till  7  a.m., 
when  a  mild,  but  long  shake  occurred, 

During  the  remainder  of  the  day,  exclusive  of 
the  shake  just  mentioned,  there  were  thirteen 
shocks  in  the  following  order  t  9.20  a.  m.  ;  9.46  ; 
9-50;  IO.05;  1007;  1. 1.45  ;  6  p.  m.;  6,30; 
7.30;  S.oo;  8.45;  9.20;  and  9.25.  There  were 
a  few  slight  tremors  during  the  remainder  of  Sat- 
urday  night,  but,  on  the  whole,  the  hours  pissed 
quietly  enough,  which  was  a  welcome  relief  after  a 
trying  tension  oi  forty. eight  hours.  Many  people, 
however,  sat  the  night  out,  whilst  others,  owing 
to  the  severe  strain  to  which  they  had  been  sub", 
jected,  were  unable  10  obtain  the  repose  of  which 
they  stood  so  much  in  nt<nl. 

When  the  first  severe  shock  was    felt  on    Fiiday 
night   at  a  quarter  before  ten  o'clock  many  people 
had  retired  to  rest  and  numbers  in  their  fight  ran 
into  the  street  in  greal  tenor  half  dressed,  women 
screaming  and  others  fainting.      The  scenes  in  the 
streets   almost  baffle    desciiplion,     In    the    main 
thoroughfares    many  people   were  reluming  home 
from  their  evening's    perambulations   and   evinced 
great    anxiely    for    their    families    left   at    home. 
Coaches   were    now   in    great   demand   to  convey 
these  people  to    their   residences,    or    those    who 
were    afraid    lo    remain    in    their  dwellings  sought 
the  safety  of  squares,  open  spaces.    Uellavista   sta- 
tion and  the  Grand  Avenida,    where    on  the    seats 
provided    in    ihe  latter  place  hundreds  made  their 
beds.     In  the  Municipal  Park,    off  Vicloria-street, 
Ihe  scene  presented  tint  of  an  encampment.    With 
blankets  or  nigs  to  cover  them  hundreds  kid  down 
on  the  seats  ;  anti  many  even  had  furnished  them- 
selves   with    mattresses    and  pillows,     seemingly 
happy  in  the  open  air  with    ihe  vaults    of    heaven 
only   above   them,    thus    safe    from  the  dangers  of 
falling  rafters,  &c.     While  this   was  the  condition 
of  affairs  in  llie  lower  parts  of  the  town,  those  who 
resided  on  the  lulls  resorted  to  similar   measures 
and  it  may  be  safely  stated  that  not  one  in  a  bun- 
dled of  the  inhabitmis  retired  to  resi  in  their  beds 
or  got  anything  but  a  very   few  minutes'  refreshing 
sleep.     This  was  plainly  shown  in  the  faces  of  the 
people    next   morning,   fur   nearly  everyone    had 
passed.a  terribly  sleepless  night.     Far  on  through- 
out the  following  day  (Saiurday)    most  of  the  peo- 
ple either  lived  111  the   streets    or  at    once   rushed 
thither   at  the   least  appearance  of  another  shock. 
business  was   almost    at    a  stand-still,    except    In 
those   places  of  business   which  supply  the  neces- 
saries of  life.  Many  of  the  shops  when  they  closed 
between  five  and  six  o'clock    on    Saturday  night  to 
allow  the  employees  to  go  for  dinner   did   not   re 
open  them  as  usual.     This  night  also  most   of  the 
people  were   so   terrified   that     they    again    took 
'shelter  1,1  the  open,  and  the  scenes  along  Vicloria- 
street,  the   Municipal   Park,    and    Grand   Avenida 
were  pitiful  to  behold.     Some    of    the    "faithful''' 
were  clasping  in  their  hands  ihe  Bible  and  repeat 
ing  their   Pater   Xosters.     Although    the    scenes 
presented  were  such  as  to  create  more  melancholy 
than  humorous  feelings,    slill   the   latter   at  times 
were  not   wanting   and  a  son  of  Erin's  Isle  when 
he  saw  the  unusual  sight  of  so  many   people  lyine 
about,  exclaimed  :   "Sure  these   people  have  taken 
furnished  lodgings  in  the  street."     I„    pans    some 
had  improvised  tents  ;  others  had   waggons  filled 
with    bedding,    and    covered    with    canvas,    info 
which   they    retired   for  the  night,  and  the  sounds 
often  emitted  testified  fhnt  they  came   from   child- 
ren of  tender  yeats.     Fortunately  ihe  weather  was 
not  cold   and  it  is  to  be  hoped    that   no  serious  re- 
stilts  will  follow  their  exposure   to   the  night   air 
Inside    the   dwelling  houses  the  terror  produced 
by  the  repeated  eaithquakes    was    intensified    in 
many  cases  by   the  smashing  of  bottles,  glassware 
&c;  while  outside  the  shocks  and   oscillations   of 
the  earth   caused    many   of   Hie  fire  alarm  bells  to 
trig.     The  first  shock  happemngso  late   at   night 
all  the  churches  and   chapels  were  closed;  while 
the   theatres    were   not   performing,  and  so  fortu- 
nately there  was  no  panic  in  such  places,  which  in 
many  cases  have  often   produced   awful   catastro- 
pines. 
While  there  .re  many  cam  of  6rea,  pr„slra(ion 
i  sickness  caused  by  Ihe  extreme  strain  „„  lh° 
nerves  alter  the  shocks,  happily  there  have    only 
been  two  death!  so  far  as   reported.     These   were 
that  of  a  gentleman  named  Ignacio  Vasquez.   who 
was  suffering  from  heart  disease,  and  the  effect 
produced  upon    bun   by  the    first    shock    caused 
death  while  he  was  near  the  Santa  Lucia    Park 
The  other  was  that  of  a  woman  named  Micacla 
Salas  de  Orellana,   tvtng  i„  Lihertad.street,  who  is

Early  on  Friday  morning  when 'the  sharp  shock 
was  felt  about  lour  o'clock,  a  policeman'  named 
DoroteoQuiros  on  the  beat  in  Thealre-street  not 
such  a  right  that  he  made  tracks  for  the  op?

THE  MO.VJiOF.  DOCTRINE. 


Few  questions  of  International  impor- 
tance are  attracting  more  attention  at  the 
present  moment  than  the  declaration  made 
by  President  [ames  Monroe  in  i8»3  in 
regard  to  European  Interference  in  Amer- 

pit»l £    i, 000,000    ican  affairs,  which    is   popularly  known   as 

idem  p.id  up aoo.ooo    "The    Monroe    Doctrine."    And     at    the 

R..,rv=  fund aso.ooo  same  time,  few  questions  of  such  para- 
mount importance  have  been  less  under- 
stood and  more  persistently  misinterpreted. 
In  its  letter  and  spirit  the  Monroe  Doc- 
trine is  nothing  more  than  a  declaration  of 
policy.  It  lias  never  been  confirmed  by 
any  congressional  act  or  resolution  up  to 
the  time  of  President  Cleveland's  message 
on  the  boundary  dispute  between  British 
(ittiana  and  Venezuela,  nor  has  it  ever  been 
officially  recognized  by  any  foreign  power 
or  in  any  treaty  between  the  United  States 
and  a  foreign  power.  On  the  contrary,  the 
American  congress  has  refused  more  than 
once  to  affirm,  or  apply  its  declarations. 

As  a  declaration  of  policy,  the  Monroe 
Doctrine  is  sound  and  justifiable — but  only 
within  the  bounds  clearly  expressed  by 
President  Monroe  himself.  Within  such 
bounds  it  then  had  the  cordial  support  of 
Great  Britain  and  has  received  the  endorse- 
ment and  approval  of  many  prominent 
British  statesmen  since  that  time,  including 
Lord  Salisbury  himself. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  Monroe 
Doctrine  owes  its  origin  to  the  threatened 
armed  interference  of  the  Holy  Alliance 
(Russia,  Prussia,  Austria  and  France)  in 
the  revolutionary  struggle  then  existing  be- 
tween Spain  and  her  American  colonies. 
The  American  and  French  revolutions  had 
given  rise  to  much  political  unrest,  while 
the  teachings  of  Rousseau  and  the  ency- 
clopedists had  even  threatened  the  social 
and  religions  life  of  all  Europe.  It  was  a 
period  of  discontent,  ol  change,  and  of  war. 
From  1789  Piurope  had  been  constantly 
torn  with  wars.  Napoleon,  a  man  of  the 
people,  had  overrun  the  Continent  with  his 
victorious  armies,  had  made  and  unmade 
states,  dethroned  and  created  tings  and 
emperors,  and  set  all  the  established  theories 
of  privilege  and  "divine  rights"  at  defiance. 
Ilis  overthrow  did  not  remove  the  danger 
altogether,  lor  there  was  still  much  to  fear 
for  those  who  cherished  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges upon  which  the  old  political  and 
social  fabric  had  been  built.  And  so  the 
allied  powers  combined  to  [orm  the  Holy 
Alliance— a  league  for  the  defense  of  Holy 
Church  and  Legitimacy. 

One  of  the  first  measures  of  the  Holy 
Alliance  was  that  of  restoring  the  throne  of 
Spain  to  lhe  Bourbons — a  measure  equally 
grateful  to  the  church  and  helpful  to 
the  cause  of  legitimacy.  But  Spain  was 
impoverished,  her  American  colonies  had 
been  lost,  and  there  were  no  resources 
available  by  which  the  Bourbon  monarch 
could  maintain  himself.  The  Holy  Al- 
liance, therefore,  proposed  to  interfere  in 
the  internal  affairs  of  Spain  for  the  purpose 
of  placing  a  Bourbon  securely  on  the  throne, 
and  then,  to  strengthen  his  resources  and 
restore  his  realm  to  what  it  was  before  the 
revolutionary  deluge  had  swept  over  the 
political  world,  they  also  proposed  to  re- 
conquer his  lost  American  colonies.  This 
was  a  deliberate  scheme  for  extending  the 
European  system  to  America — a  system  of 
holy  alliances,  intrigues  for  the  overthrow 
of  rival  states,  leagues  for  maintaining  lhe 
"balance  of  power,"  leagues  for  the  protec- 
tion of  thrones  against  liberalism,  and  ail 
that.  It  was  a  system  of  sleepless  intrigue, 
of  devastating  wars,  of  crushing  taxation,  of 
bitter  commercial  rivalries,  of  capricious 
invasions,  of  conquests,  of  military  rule. 
From  such  a  system  America  had  nothing 
to  gain  and  everything  to  fear.  Liberal 
England  also  drew  back,  for  it  affronted  her 
sense  of  justice  as  well  as  threatened  her 
growing  commercial  supremacy  in  that  part 
of  the  world.  To  check  the  movement  in 
Europe  and  to  better  secure  the  indepen- 
dence of  Spanish  America,  in  whose  cause 
Englishmen  had  fought  and  died  under  the 
leadership  of  Bolivar  and  San  Martin,  the 
British  prime-minister,  Mr.  Canning,  sug- 
gested to  the  American  minister  in  London, 
Mr.  Rush,  that  the  United  States  govern- 
ment should  unite  with  Great  Britain  to 
declare  their  disapproval  of  the  scheme. 
This  occurred  in  August,  1823,  and  in  the 
following  December  President  Monroe  em- 
bodied the  suggested  declaration  in  his 
message  to  Congress. 

These  declarations  are  contained  in  four 
paragraphs,  in  great  part  explanatory,  from 
which  tile  following  sentences  are  extracted, 


to  show  what  may  be  termed  the  four  pro- 
positions advanced  by  President  Monroe, 
and  which  constitute  the  famous  "doctrine'' 
bearing  his  name.  These  extracts  are  :

"We  owe  it.  therefore,  In  candor  mid  to  the 
amicnUe  lelalioris  existing  Mweai  lite  United 
States  anil  those  powets  (ilia  allied  powers:  Uua- 
eda,  AUBlrla,  Prussia  and  France)  to  declare  that 
we  OtnuUl  consider  any  attempt  mi  their  pait  to 
extend  ihtir  system  to  any  |.oition  of  this  hemi- 
sphere as  dangerous  to  oar  peace  and  safely.  With 
lhe  existing  colonies  and  dependencies  of  any  Eu- 
ropean power  we  have  m  t  interfere.!,  ami  shall  not 
Imerfere,  Hut  wilh  the  Rovetninenln  who  have 
(lectin ed  iheir  independence  and  maintained  it,  and 
whose  independence  we  have,  on  ureal  considera- 
tion and  on  just  piinciplo,  ncknowlediseil,  we 
could  not  view  any  mier position  W  the  pmpose  of 
oppressing  them,  or  controllinn  in  any  oilier  man- 
ner their  dfisllny,  by  nay  European  power,  in  any 
other  li^ltl  than  ns  the  maidfestauon  ol  an  un- 
friendly disposition  torwmdlheUniied  Sia'es." 

"It  ts  impossible  that  the  allied  powers  should 
extend  their  political  system  to  any  i.orti  n  of 
either  continent  without  endnngei  ing  our  peace 
and  happiness  j  nor  can  any  uns  heheve  that  our 
southern  hretliren,  it  left  lo  themselves,  would 
adopt  it  of  their  own    accord.     Ii  is  equally  ii 

sible,  therefore,  that  we  should  behold  such  i 

position,  in  any  form,  with  indifference.  If  we 
look  to  the  comparative  strength  and  resources  of 
Spain  and  those  new  governments,  and  their  dis- 
tance from  each  other,  it  must  lie  obvious  that  she 
can  never  subdue  them.  It  is  .till  the  Hue  policy 
of  the  timed  States  to  leave  tlte  paities  to  them- 
selves, in  the  hope  that  other  powers  will  pursue 
the  same  course." 

From   these  extracts   it  wil 
seen  that  these  declarations 
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as  well  as  a  general  application,  and  that 
Ihey  can  not  readily  be  detached  from  the 
special  conditions  which  gave  rise  to  them. 
With  the  exception   ol  the   first   declaration 

("that   the   American   continents are 

henceforth  not  to  be  considered  as  subjects 
for  future  colonization  by  any  European 
powers"),  ihey  ate  based  directly  upon  [he 
(hrealeiied  action  of  the  allied  powers,  and 
have  special  application  lo  lhe  "political 
system'' of  those  powers  'Phis  "system'1 
is  referred  to  in  every  case  where  it  is  desired 
to  declare  lite  policy  of  lite  United  Slates. 
From  a  careful  inspection  of  these  declar- 
ations it  is  possible  to  deduce  four  distinct 
propositions,  which  should  lie  considered 
as  [he  "doctrine"  enunciated  by  President 
Monroe  himself  These  propositions  are  : 
1st.— Non-interference  in  European  affairs; 
2nd.— Opposition  lo  fuither  efiblts  at 
colonization  by  European  powers,  and  to 
any  extension  of  the  political  system  of  the 
allied  powers  lo  this  hemisphere  ; 

3rd. — Non-interference  with  the  existing 
colonies  and  dependencies  of  European 
powers  ; 

4th. —Non-interference  in  [he  affairs  of 
other  American  stales. 

The  first  three  of  these  propositions  are 
so  cleaily  expressed  by  President  Monroe 
himself  that  there  can  be  no  dispute  in  re- 
gard lo  them.  In  the  first,  Monroe  simply 
repealed  the  wise  policy  laid  down  by  Wash- 
ington that  the  United  States  should  keep 
aloof  from  the  affairs  ol  Europe  and  thus 
avoid  the  dangers  which  would  result  from 
"entangling  alliances"  with  powers  whose 
interests  were  so  widely  different  from  those 
of  tiie  new  world. 

In  tlte  second,  lie  opposetl  any  further 
attempt  to  colonize,  or  lo  extend  a  vicious 
political  system  to  lhe  states  established  in 
North  and  South  America.  The  limitations 
of  this  declaration  have  been  often  exceed- 
ed by  the  advocates  of  an  aggressive  foreign 
policy  by  lhe  United  Stales,  but  clearly 
without  justification.  The  Monroe  doc- 
trine opposed  further  colonization,  which 
means  that  no  more  European  settlements 
were  to  be  established  nor  territory  con- 
quered, for  the  purpose  of  extending  Euro- 
pean dominion  on  these  continents.  And 
in  addition  to  this,  the  meddlesome  and 
arbitrary  "political  system"  of  the  allied 
powers,  which  had  just  crashed  a  liberal 
revolutionary  movement  in  Naples  and  had 
overthrown  a  liberal  government  in  Spain, 
all  in  the  interests  of  absolutism,  and  which 
was  helping  to  keep  down  the  libera!  as- 
pirations of  tile  French  people,  was  warned 
away  from  these  shores.  The  new  slates 
which  had  only  just  won,  or  were  still 
struggling  for  [heir  independence,  were  to 
be  left  wholly  to  themselves,  to  decide  their 
own  disputes  and   to  work  out  their  own 
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destinies.    As  free  ami  independent  states, 

their  future  was  in  their  own  keeping,  and 
upon  them  alone  rested  the  heavy  responsi- 
bilities which  they  hid  assumed.  There 
was  no  idea  o(  an  American  protectorate  in 
Mr.  Monroe's  mind,  nor  does  lie  anywhere 
so  much  as  hint  at  the  exaggerated  declar- 
ations now  mule  tint  the  United  States  is 
"practically  sovereign'1  in  this  hemisphere, 
and  that  "its  fi.u  is  law."  Mr.  Monroe 
simply  sought  to  prevent  the  execution  ot  a 
conspiracy  among  certain  despotic  sover- 
eigns to  reconquer  Spain's  lost  colonies  for 
her,  and  he  succeeded. 

In  the  third  proposition,  Mr.  Monroe 
declared  expressly  that  the  United  States 
would  not  interfere  with  existing  colonies 
and  dependencies.  If  this  means  anything 
at  all,  it  means  that  they  were  to  be  con- 
sidered free  to  work  out  their  own  desti- 
nies in  their  own  way.  Whether  they  be- 
longed to  despotic  Spain,  or  changing 
Fiance,  or  liberal  England,  it  should  be 
one  and  the  same  to  the  United  States.  In 
their  relations  with,  or  responsibility  to, 
Other  states,  in  their  commerce  and  indus- 
trial development,  and  in  their  natural 
growth,  they  were  to  remain  free  from  any 
interference  from  the  United  States. 

The  fourth  proposition,  however,  is  im- 
plied rather  than  stated  in  express  terms. 
In  two  places  President  Monroe  took  great 
care  to  state  that  the  United  States  had  ob- 
served strict  neutrality  in  the  struggle  be- 
tween Spain  and  her  rebellious  American 
colonies,  and  that  he  considered  it  "the 
true  policy  ol  the  United  States  to  leave  the 
parties  to  themselves."  If  non-interference, 
then,  was  the  true  policy  when  those  revolt- 
ed colonies  most  needed  help,  how  much 
more  so  must  it  be  "the  true  policy"  when 
their  independence  is  secured  and  they  are 
able  to  lake  care  of  themselves  !  To 
strengthen  this  implication,  the  lower  house 
of  the  United  Stales  congress  formally  voted 
in  1826,  when  the  Panama  congress  was 
under   discussion,  that    "the  United  States 

ought   not to  form    any    alliance, 

ofiensive  or  defensive,  or  negotiate  respect- 
ing such  alliance,  with  all  or  any  of  the 
South  American  republics  ;  nor  ought  they 
to  become  parties  with  them,  or  either  of 
them,  to  any  joint  declaration  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preventing  the  interference  of  any 
of  the  European  powers  with  their  inde- 
pendence or  form  of  government,"  etc.  The 
resolution  then  adds  that  the  United  States 
should  be  left  free  to  act  in  any  crisis  as 
circumstances  might  require.  This  resolu- 
tion clearly  establishes  the  fact  that  the 
United  States  proposed  to  pursue  exactly 
the  same  policy  toward  its  sister  American 
states  that  it  pursued  toward  the  transat- 
lantic world — a  policy  of  scrupulous  non- 
interference. 

The  Monroe  doctrine,  then,  is  simply  a 
declaration  of  policy  which  affirms  that  the 
United  Slates  is  opposed  to  further  Euro- 
pean colonization  on  these  continents,  and 
that  its  future  relations  with  European 
powers  and  their  American  colonies,  and 
also  with  other  American  states,  will  be  that 
of  non-intervention  in  their  domestic  con- 
cerns. While  it  is  admitted  that  America 
has  its  own  special  interests,  in  some  par- 
ticulars widely  different  from  those  of  Eu- 
rope, it  also  has  other  interests  common  to 
the  whole  civilized  world,  from  which  it 
cannot  escape.  Every  independent  Ameri- 
can state  is  answerable  to  all  nations  for  its 
international  duties  and  responsibilities, 
and  for  these  there  can  be  no  interposition 
on  the  part  of  a  third  state.  If  such  inter- 
position is  made  it  can  be  only  under  the 
shield  of  a  protectorate,  and  this  was  neither 
contemplated  by  President  Monroe,  nor  is  it 
new  desired  by  any  of  the  parties  concerned.

HIS  DCS  AT  TRINIDAD. 
One  ol  the  most  interesting  excursions 
which  the  traveller  can  make  in  Trinidad  is 
to  the  coolie  village.  The  coolie  village  in 
connection  with  Port  of  Spain  is  about 
three  miles  from  the  town.  The  road 
thither  is  lined  with  bamboo  thickets  and 
rows  of  palm -frees,  and  their  shade  is  ap- 
preciated in  this  tropical  region,  where  the 
direct  rays  of  the  sun  are  painful  and  dan- 
gerous. We  drove  through  uncleanly  sub- 
urbs where  black  vultures  were  feeding 
upon  garbage,  and  soon  came  to  the  village. 
It  is  a  collection  oi  shanties  by  the  road- 
side made  ofboards  or  of  palm  thatch  sup- 
ported on  bamboo  props.  In  front  of  each 
were  men,  women  and  children;  a  totally 
different  race  from  the  negroes  or  the  black 
West  Indians.  Clothed  in  his  long  white 
Jwien  »ow:i,  with  a  turban  on    his  head,  0: 


with  nothing  on  but  the  scarf  twisted  about 
his  loins,  the  Hindu  bears  himself  with 
dignity  and  reserve.  His  features  are  deli- 
cate and  clear-cut,  his  manners  are  those  of 
a  civilization  of  which  the  negro  knows 
nothing,  and  which  indicates  the  sway  of 
mind  over  matter.  He  may  be  a  degraded 
heathen  and  know  little  more  than  the  Afri- 
can, but  he  does  not  ihus  impress  the  visi- 
tor. He  has  the  gravity  of  the  sphinx,  and 
an  aristocratic  bearing  which  is  out  of  har- 
mony with  his  environment.  One  in- 
stinctively connects  the  negro  with  the 
animal  creation  ;  it  would  be  impossible  to 
imagine  the  Hindu  as  anything  but  a  nun. 
Even  when  seated  cross-legged  before  a 
little  charcoal  furnace  fashioning  silver  and 
gold  ornaments  out  of  coins,  or  carrying 
loads,  or  working  in  the  fields,  there  is 
something  in  shape  or  movement  or  ex- 
pression that  indicates  mental  power,  a  des- 
cent from  a  cultured  ancestry,  a  superiority 
to  present  conditions.  Much  of  this  is 
doubtless  due  to  the  contrast  which  is  pre- 
sented in  such  a  place  as  Port  of  Spain  be- 
tween the  noisy  and  loose-mannered  ne- 
groes of  the  town  and  the  silent,  self-con- 
tained coolies,  who,  dwell  apart  in  their 
own  village  ;  but  circumstances  will  not 
wholly  account  for  such  marked  differences 
as  are  seen  in  the  races.  There  are  many 
thousand  of  these  coolies  in  Trinidad,  and 
upon  the  whole  the  arrangements  under 
which  they  emigrate  and  work  in  the 
island  are  beneficial  to  employer  and  em- 
ployed. They  are  brought  from  Hindus- 
tan at  the  expense  of  the  colony  under  the 
care  of  government  agents,  and  are,  of 
course,  well  cared  for  and  fed  during  the  voy- 
age, On  arrival  those  who  are  in  good 
condition  are  apprenticed  to  owners  who 
desire  them,  for  five  years.  Families  are 
not  allowed  to  be  separated,  except  in  the 
case  of  children  who  are  over  fifteen  years 
of  age.  They  are  bound  by  law  to  work 
nine  hours  a  day  for  two  hundred  and 
eighty  days  in  the  year,  and  receive  the 
regular  rate  of  wages.  The  law  punishes 
the  coolie  for  wilful  idleness,  and  the  em- 
ployer for  any  fraud  in  his  dealings  with 
the  laborer.  For  the  two  first  years  a  part 
of  their  payment  consists  oi  rations,  but  for 
the  rest  of  their  time  they  are  paid  in  cash. 
Each  estate  employing  coolies  is  obliged  to 
provide  a  hospital,  which  is  under  the  in- 
spection of  a  medical  visitor,  and  all  the 
labor  arrangements  are  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  a  government  agent,  who  visits  the 
estates  constantly  and  reports  each  week  to 
the  agent-general  ol  immigrants.  He  in 
turn  reports  to  the  governor,  who  has  abso- 
lute authority  to  cancel  the  contract  and  re- 
move any  or  all  of  the  coolies  from  an  es- 
tate. The  system  is  a  good  one,  provided 
only  thai  the  agents  and  the  governor  are 
of  high  character  and  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  ;  and  so  far  as  I  could 
learn,  it  has  worked  well  in  Trinidad. 

When  the  five  years  of  indenture  are  end- 
ed, the  coolie  can  make  a  new  contract  for 
a  year  or  he  can  work  for  whomsoever  he 
chooses.  After  he  has  been  in  the  colony 
ten  years  he  can  claim  a  free  passage  home 
to  India,  or  he  is  allowed  to  receive  instead 
of  that  claim  a  government  grant  often 
acres  of  land.  The  coolies  have  usually 
preferred  the  former,  though  some  have  set- 
tled permanently  in  the  island  and  others 
have  returned  for  a  second  term  of  ser- 
vice, bringing  friends  and  relatives  with 
them.  Though  these  Hindus  are  all  low 
caste,  yet  they  do  not  amalgamate  to  any 
extent  with  the  other  blacks.  They  dwell  by 
themselves  as  far  as  possible,  they  have  a 
priestof  their  own  religion,  and  they  live  a 
simple  family  life  ;  they  are  jealous  of  their 
marital  rights,  extremely  fond  of  their  chil- 
dren, frugal  in  their  expenditures,  and  as 
well  behaved  as  any  class  of  the  community. 
They  live  mostly  in  the  open  air,  for  in  the 
climate  of  Trinidad  a  house  is  only  for  a 
shelter  when  it  rains  or  a  place  to  sleep  ; 
and  a  hammock  under  one  of  the  umbrag- 
eous trees  is  more  attractive  here  than  the 
best  bed  under  a  roof.  A  charcoal  brazier 
and  a  brass  pot,  with  a  few  jugs  and  dishes 
of  coarse  pottery,  comprise  all  the  house- 
hold furniture  which  the  coolie  needs.  Rice 
and  cassava  root,  with  the  fruits  which  are 
ready  at  hand  supply  their  scanty  meals. 
They  have  little,  but  their  wants  are  few  ; 
they  have  no  debts  and  no  duns  ;  no  clothes 
at  the  pawnbroker's,  and  very  few  any- 
where ;  they  are  accumulating  gold  and 
silver  pieces'to  support  them  for  the  rest  of 
their  lives  in  Hindustan  ;  they  will  go 
home  to  a  blissful  nirvana,  or  to  its  equiva- 
lent, in  their  simple  imaginations. —  "Au- 
gustus," in  New   York  Observer.

VILLAGES  OF  STARVING 
WEA  VERS. 
It  is  with  extreme  reluctance  ihat  one 
criticises  adversely  Anything  in  connection 
with  our  sensitive  German  relations,  more 
particularly  where  their  industrial  methods 
are  in  question.  This  feeling  is  all  the 
more  prominent  in  the  mind  in  view  of  ihe 
outbursts  of  alleged  patriotism  that  have 
been  called  forth  by  recent  events.  As  a 
commercial  competitor  Germany  has  shown 
Iter  ability  10  fight  for  the  trade  of  the  world, 
as.  while  she  has  in  many  markets,  not  ex- 
cluding our  own,  pressed  us  hard,  the 
meed  of  praise  has  been  hers  for  the  assiduity 
and  intelligence  with  which  this  result  has 
been  achieved,  lint,  if  vre  are  to  believe 
an    intelligent  correspondent   of  a   Scotch 

newspaper,  the  praise  thus   accorded    must 

be  accompanied  by  sympathy  with,  if  not 
indignation  at,  the  sufferings  of  some  of  the 
wretched  workers  whose  products  go  to 
swell  the  total  of  Germany's  export  trade. 
The  pictures  he  draws  do  not  read  like  ac- 
counts of  actual  conditions,  but  are  more 
suggestive  of  the  horrors  of  the  middle  ages, 
or  of  life  under  some  exceptionally  ferocious 
Legree,  with  white  men  and  women,  instead 
of  black,  for  slaves.  The  absence  of  the 
lash  and  other  persuasive  features  of  the 
Legree  rule  does  not  appreciably  brighten 
this  German  picture  ;  for  the  black  slave, 
.if  he  hid  the  lash  occasionally,  always  had 
his  food,  and  these  German  unfortunates 
do  not  appear  to  have  that  always.  Tli 
details  furnished  by  the  corresporx 
referred  to  are  so  exact  that  one  feels  con- 
strained to  place  reliance  in  the  report  he 
fo  wards. 

The  district  in  which  lie  made  his  in- 
quiries is  about  200  miles  from  the 
German  capital,  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
province  of  Silesia,  where  there  is  a  line  of 
low  hills  called  the  Haystack  mountains. 
Scattered  among  these  hills,  sometimes  in 
villages  and  again  in  detached  and  isolated 
log  cabins,  are  to  be  found  about  2,000 
people,  who  are  called  the  Hunger-Mens- 
chen  —  human  beings  who  never  have 
enough  to  eat.  Their  business  is  hand- 
loom  weaving,  and  it  has  been  carried  on 
so  long  on  starvation  wages  that  their  bodies 
have  shrunk  and  dwindled  until  the  anthro- 
pologist may  almost  classify  them  as  a 
separate  species  of  the  human  family. 
Most  ot  these  weavers  live  in  the  little 
county  of  Glatz,  but  a  few  hours'  ride  from 
Breslau,  and  Goldbach  is  the  Schandfleck 
or  shame  spot  of  Germany.  It  was  a  cold, 
rainy  April  morning  when  the  correspondent 
and  a  fiiend  climbed  from  Reinerz  to  the 
broad  plateau  on  which  the  miserable  little 
hamlet  is  situated.  In  about  30  minutes  of 
Stiff  climbing  they  reached  the  top,  and 
Goldbach  was  before  them.  Its  low  cabins 
were  strung  along  both  sides  of  the  roadway 
for  nearly  half  a  mile,  and  even  from  where 
they  stood  they  could  hear  the  monotonous 
click-clack  of  the  long  line  of  looms.  Some 
little  children  ran  into  the  cabins  to  make 
known  their  arrival.  The  click-clack  stop- 
ped for  a  moment,  and  ghost-like  faces 
peered  out  of  the  windows.  Such  withered 
human  beings  had  never  been  seen  before. 
Their  eyes  were  sunken  and  dull,  and  the 
skin  on  their  taces,  when  not  sickly  white, 
was  of  a  dingy  yellow  line.  They  looked 
upon  the  visitors  bewildered,  and  then  fell 
back  to  their  looms,  and  the  click-clack 
began  afresh.  Her/  Sammek  was  anxious 
to  give  his  official  statement  of  the  case. 
Goldbach,  he  said,  was  the  poorest  place  in 
the  entire  district.  There  arc  nearly  a 
hundred  weavers  in  the  village,  and  they 
just  barely  exist.  In  the  Bohemian-speak- 
ing villages  faither  to  the  west  the  weavers 
have  always  the  alternative  of  working  in 
the  woods  or  at  their  looms  as  they  choose, 
and  they  are  consequently  belter  .situated. 
In  Goldbach.  however,  this  choice  has  never 
existed,  and  the  villagers  are  now  so  weak 
and  unaccustomed  to  out-door  labour  that 
they  simply  cannot  undertake  it.  All  that 
they  are  capable  of  is  a  little  work  in  their 
gardens  and  weaving,  and  the  competition 
with  power-looms  is  so  great  that  their  cloth 
must  be  sold  at  the  very  lowest  prices.  The 
government  in  1S52  bought  the  land  in 
Goldbach  and  resold  it  to  the  weavers  on 
the  instalment  plan,  each  settler  promising 
lo  pay  live  marks  a  year  on  his  lot  till  the 
debt  was  purchased  from  them  in  the  hope 
that  personal  ownership  of  house  and  garden 
would  give  the  weavers  a  new  impetus  to 
work.  H-ul  there  been  enough  work  for 
them  this  hope,  no  doubt,  would  have  been 
realised,  but  hand-loom  weaving  is  so  little 
in  demand  to-day  that  the  lots  are  still 
unpaid  fur.     The  average  annual  income  of 


a  family  of  eight  persons  is  not  more  than 
400  marks,  or  less  than  jC 20,  This  is  sup- 
posed to  cover  all  expenses,  and  it  is  not 
hard  to  understand  why  there  are  so  many 
mortgages.  The  main  kinds  of  weaving 
done  in  Goldbach  are  skirtings,  handker- 
chiefs, sheets,  and  ticking.  A  middleman, 
living  in  Reinerz,  furnishes  the  raw  material, 
and  then  buys  the  cloth  at  a  valuation 
agreed  upon  beforehand.  The  government 
has  also  had  some  work  done  here,  bin,  as 
it  usually  wants  towels  (or  the  army,  and  the 
weavers  are  too  weak  to  do  such  heavy 
weaving,  the  middleman  is  the  main 
employer.  If  there  is  a  flaw  in  the  cloth 
returned  to  him  it  is  not  paid  for,  and  a 
case  is  known  wheiea  woman  worked  two 
weeks  on  some  sheetings  and  all  payment 
for  the  cloths  delivered  was  refused  because 
of  some  little  mistake. 

The  bill   of  fare  in   the  village  vaiies  a 
little  in  the  different  cabins,  but  in  the  main 
it  consists  of  rye  coffee,  rye  bread,  and  meal. 
A  queer  mixture  of  dough  and    meal  is  the 
favourite  dish   for  Sundays.     Potatoes  are 
eaten   when  cheap   enough.     Most  of  the 
weavers  have  little  gardens  where  ihey  raise 
all    the  vegetables   they  can,   but  their  I.  ts 
are  so  small    that  they  have  no    room    for 
large  crops.     Their   potatoes  give  out  vtrv 
early  in  the  winter.     Meat  is  seldom  seen. 
Herr  Sammek    has  it  once  a  week,    but  he 
earns  an    extra    150    marks  a   year  for  his 
public    services,    and   can   afford   it.     The 
others  get  a  taste  of  it  once  in  six  months. 
1  be  I  The  greater  part  of  the  weavers  in  Goldbach 
■dent    aic  blood  kindred,  and  married  couples  are 
i!,S1'    frequently     first    cousins,    but    malformed 
children    are    surprisingly     rare.      Nearly 
every  household  has  at  least  four  boys  and 
girls,  and  up  to  ten  years  of  age  they  remain 
in  good  health.     The  correspondent  asked 
the  friend  with    him,    who    had   remarked 
upon  the  fact,    how  he  accounted    for   it. 
He  shook  his  head  doubtfully,  and  at  first 
did  not  seem    to  have  any  explanation  to 
give,  but  he  finally  said  — "Ma  !  the  air  helps 
a    little!''     When    the    children    begin    to 
weave,  however,  the  life  soon  tells  on  them, 
and  if  they  keep   it  up  they   grow  thin  and 
weak.     As   soon    as  a  child   can   turn  the 
crank  of  a  spooling  machine,  he  is  enlisted 
into  the  service,   and  has  almost  as  many 
hours  uf  toil  as  his  parents.     At  five  o'clock, 
summer   and  winter,    he  must   be    rip   and 
doing,    and  after  the   few  hours  at  school 
and  play,  he  woiks  on  into  the  night   with 
his  elders.     Heir  Sammek  does  not  think 
the  older  people  would   he  strong    if  they 
worked  out  of  doors    a   little— on  farms  for 
example.      "We    have    tried    it,'     he  said, 
"but   we   arc  too   thin  blooded.     Even   in 
summer,   if  the  wind  blows  hard,  we  shiver 
as  you   do  in    winter,    and  no  fanner  will 
take   us."     "But    could    you    not   go  into* 
factories?"     A  look   01   despair   came   into 
his  face.     "It  is  the  same  thing   there,''  he 
answered.      "If  we  ask  a  manufacturer  for 
work,    he  says   that    we  can't  do  enough. 
You  see  we  lack  the  strength  to  run  the  big 
machines ;    and    in    lactones    tin  v    want 
people  that  can  work    hard.      No;    all    that 
we  can  do  is  to  weave."     The  story  is  inex- 
pressibly   sad,     and    is    suggestive     of     the 
poverty  of  the  lower  siralum   of  the  German 
population,    compared    with     that    of   die 
French,  British,   and   American,      No  Irish 
peasant  in  the  smallest  ofsheilings  on   the 
bleakest  ofCminemara   hills   is   m   such  a 
plight  as  these  unhappy  inhabitants  of  Gold- 
bach.    Thai  such   a  life    can    he   possible 
suggests    that     Germany     has    still    manv 
advances  to   make  before  all  her   children.

-ft  has   long  been    known,    to  all  who  had  any 
acquaintance    with    the   interior    provinces  of  this 
country,    that  ihe  half-Indian   tace  which  forms  a 
large   part   of  the    populalion  there,    is   held  in  a 
position  little  better  than  slavery.     Various  arc  the 
devices    adopted   to   ensure   the   servitude  of  the 
labourer,  such  as  keeping  him  always  in  dob!,  etc. 
Such   a  system    is    to    be  found  in  all  the   Ironical 
countries  of  S  .nth  and  Centre!  America  ■  audit  is 
defended  on  ihe  ground  that  there   is  no  other  way 
of  getting   work   out  ol  so  debased  and  indolent  a 
people.    As  the  dominant  class  has  had  the  making 
of  the  laws,   it  has  taken  good  care  that   they  shall 
be  such  as    to  defend   whal  it  considers  iis  rl  -  litis' 
Snch   a  stale  of  tlfngs    might    have    gone  011*1,1110 
enough,   and  no  one  would  ever  have  heard  ol  ;t 
so  long  as  it  only  had   an  abstract  justice  and  th-' 
nalliral  rights  ofman  fo,  arguments  against  it.     but 
unfortunately  for  the   sugar   planters  and  others  of 
their  class,    the   provincial   laws   have   come    into 
sharp   conflict   with    the   national    recruitin-   law 
Recrtii-ing    has    been    pushed    with    considerable 
vigour   laiely,    and   many   have   been    found    who 
prefer  the  slavery  imposed  on  the  Argentine  soldier 
to  that  enforced    by  the    landowner  or  the  planter 
lhc  federal  judge  of  the    district    has    attempted  to 
vindicate  Ihe  special  and  traditional   laws  of  the 
province  (Tucuman)  against  more  recent  enactments 
of  thenational  authority.  As  the  caseis  to  be  carried 
10   the  Supreme  Court,  we  fear  the  province   will 
have  the  worst  of  it :    rather  let  us  say  we  hope  it 
will.     Hut  it  is  rather  humiliating  to  think  tha,  but 
for  an   accident   of  this  kind   slavey   midii   have 
continued  for  years,  — AVf/rw,  Buenas  Aire. 


There  are  some  rules  which  ihe  Italians 
resident  in  ihis  coutiiiy  should  remember 
They  are  in  great  part  immigrants,    and    as 
such  are  to  be  considered  as  permanent  resi- 
dentsofthe  country.    If  ihey  themselves  do 
not   become    naturalized   citizens,  it  is  ex- 
pected that  their  children    will  become  so 
either  by  naturalization  or  by  birth.     They 
hive   accepted,   for   themselves    and    their 
children,    ihe   bounty   of  ihe  government 
through   ihe    medium   of  free  passages  to 
Brazil,   and   to  tlieir  locations  in  the  coun- 
try.    Under  such  circumstances,  it  may  be 
fairly  considered  that  they  have  renounced 
all  allegiance  to  Ihe    mother   country,  and 
have  cast  in  their    lot   with    their   adopted 
country.    This  being  ihe  case,  their  resent- 
ment of  all  criticisms  on  Italian  affairs  and 
their  appeals   to   Italian   representatives   to 
defend    their    contentions,   are    manifestly 
improper.     It  will  ol  course  be  impossible 
ever  to  sever  ihem  from  all  interest  in  Ihe 
ohl  home,  itiitl   it  would  be  impolitic  ever 
to  attempt  it,  but,   we  submit,  it  is  equally 
impolitic   lor    them   to    bring  these  Italian 
questions    into    dispute   on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic.     There  will  be  many  and  diverse 
opinions    in   every  part  of  the  world  in  re- 
gard to  the  wisdom  of  the  recent  attempt  to 
lound  an  Italian  colony    in  eastern  Africt 
anil   to    establish  a  protectorate  over  Abys- 
sinia by  force  of  arms.     It    is  11   lair  subject 
for  criticism,  especially  by  newspapers,  and 
though  there  was  manifest   impropriety   in 
Gov.  ISarbosa  Lima's  discussing  such  a  sub 
ject  in  his  annual  message,  ihe  Italian  resi 
dents  here  surely  have  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint.   They  may  discuss  such  questions  if 
they  desire,    but   to  employ  ihreats  of  vio- 
lence, as  they  did  in  Sao  Paulo  against  the 
Reporter,  or  to  address  a   formal  protest  to 
the   Italian  consul,  as   ihey  have  recently 
done  in  Peraambuco  in  regard  to  the  gov- 
ernor's message,   is    clearly    indefensible. 
They  must   learn    to  respect  adverse  criti- 
cism, and  to  be  patient  with  opinions  which 
Ihey  do  not  like.     They   must    remember 
also  that  they  are  living  in  a  country  which 
has  no  interest  whatever  in  these  ambitious 
colonial  schemes  ol   modern  Europe,  and 
which  is  more  likely  to   sympathize  'with 
the  victims  of  such  enterprises  than  with  the 
invaders.     Their  interests  here   are   purely 
pacilic,    and    they   have  no  occasion  what- 
ever  to    demand  that  Brazilians  shall  com- 
mend any  Italian  undertaking,  or  10  refrain 
from  criticism.  On  the  contrary,  lSrazil  has 
an  unquestioned  right  to  demand  that  they 
shall  not  promote  disorder  and  shall  refrain 
from  introducing    any  disturbing  question 
ol  purely  foreign  interest. 


here  to  engage  in  trade,  or  to  build  railways 
and  mills  and    water-works,    or  to'  invert 
their  capital  in  order    to  drain  the  cotinlry 
ol  a  part  of  its  resources  In  the  shape  of  In- 
terest and  dividend!,    This  year,    however, 
the  fever  has  not  been  so  discriminating.  It 
has  laid  hands  on  many  a  good  citizen    in 
this  capital,  anil  has  even  robbed  the  nation 
of  one  of  its  greatest  lawyers,  a  judge  of  ihe 
supreme  bench.     Ami  more  than  that  it  has 
invaded  one  of  the  richest  and  most  favored 
districts  of  the  iuterior,  spreading- lertor  and 
destruction  everywhere   and  threatening  in- 
calculable loss  to  the  whole  country,     Such 
an  enemy  can  not  be  ignored,   and    so  the 
Pais   reminds  the  government  of  its  duties 
and  responsibilities  in  so  perilous  an  emerg- 
ency.    For  even  this,  lei  us   be  thankful. 
The  /ins  does  not  go  to  the  root  of  the 
evil,  nor  does  any  other  Brazilian  newspaper, 
for  that  matter.    They  are  all  content  with 
the  conditions  under  which  they  were  born, 
until  some  calamity  happens  or  threatens' 
and   then  unite  to  throw  the  responsibility 
upon  the  government   and  to  demand  offi- 
cial protection  against  the  danger.     Beyond 
this  no  one  cares  to  go,  even  were  it  under-  i 
stood  that  the  real  cause  can  be  lound  in  no 
other  way.     And  so  the  danger  is    met  by 
commissions,  and  quarantines,    and  disin- 
fections, and  other  temporary  measures,  and 
when  it  has  passed    it  is  speedily  forgotten. 
It   is  now  time  for  the  press  to  assume  a 
radically  different  attitude  on  this  subject. 
It    should    assume    the    (unctions   of   the 
schoolmaster,  and  seek   to  instruct  the  peo- 
ple how  these  terrible  epidemics  are  caused 
and  how  they  can  be  overcome.     It  is  not 
the  government  which  is  to  be  accused,  but 
Ihe  people  themselves.     They  must  be' told 
how  yellow  fever  and  small-pox  and  cholera 
are  developed  and  disseminated  •  they  must 
be  instructed  in  regard    to  the  fundamental 
laws   of  sanitation   and  health  ;  and  they 
must  be  warned  against  the  dangers  of  bad 
ventilation,    uncleanly    surroundings,    un- 
wholesome   food   and  untidy  personal  hab- 
its.    This  is  the  duty  of  the  press  quite  as 
much  as  of  Ihe  school,  anil  our  colleagues 
can  not  shirk  it.    Instead  of  devoting  their 
columns  so  largely  to  the  personal  elements 
of  politics,  they  might  devote  at  least  half  a 
column  daily  to  useful   instruction  ol  this 
nature.     The  people  would  be    the    better 
for  it,  and  the  country  would  be  benefitted 
in   lhc  end.     The  principal  object  of  our 
social  organization,  of  which  government  is 
but  one  of  its  parts,  is  lo  better  the  condi- 
tion of  Ihe  individual.     The  welfare  of  said 
individual,  his  health,  education,  happiness 
and  prosperity,  is  of  even  more  importance 
than  the  special  privileges  ol  rulers  and  the 
salaries  ol  individuals,  and  the  press  should 
never  lose  sight  of  that  fact. 


house.     Demands  should   be  made,  also 
for  large   reductions  in  expenditure  so  that 
ihe  burdens  of  taxation  may  be  made  light- 
er.    To  this  end  the  military  farce  of  the 
country  should  be  largely  reduced.     Dem- 
ands   should    likewise    be     nimle    for  the 
prompt  repression  of  further  military  inter- 
ference in  civil  affairs,   for  the   suppression 
of  the  national  immigration  office,  for  ihe 
Bttspensioti   o(    exliaorilinnry    military   ex-

There   are    hundreds    of 
other  questions  demanding   attention,   but 
they  must  wait  their  turn.     Those  of  pres- 
sing importance  must  be  forced  upon  con- 
gress at  once,  and  it  must  be  understood 
that  if  ihey  are  not  promptly  and  salislactor- 
ily   decided  the  press    will   carry  its  appeal 
direct   10  the  electors  themselves  and  there 
ask  for  the  election  of  men  who  will  know 
how  to  legislate  lor  the  public  welfare.     Of 
course  the  representatives  of  the  so-called 
national  industries  will  be  in  ihe  field,  and 
ihey  will  be  asking  for  additional  taxation 
in    order    to  increase    their    private  gains. 
The   people  must  be  told  of  this,  and  of 
what    it    really    means.      Unless    they   are 
alert,  the  next  session  of  congress  will  result 
in  large  additions   to  taxation   in  the  inter- 
ests of  protection,  without  any  correspond- 
ing benefit  for  the  people.

We  arc  near  the  reopening  of  ihe  next 
session  ol  congress,  and  already  prepara- 
tions may  be  noted  for  the  work  which  ihe 
peoples  representatives  will  be  asked  lo 
consider.  In  view  of  the  record  made  at 
the  last  session,  there  is  perhaps  but  little 
to  be  expected  from  men  who  neither  leel 
their  responsibilities,  nor  appreciate  their 
duties,  but  as  there  is  no  other  recourse  ihe 
country  must  make  the  best  of  it  Under 
such  circumstances  it  is  the  immediate  duly 
of  every  patriotic  journalist  and  writer  to 
initiate  a  vigorous  campaign  ill  favor  of  all 
the  measures  demanding  consideration. 
bet  the  newspaper  press  be  considered  a 
popular  congress,  a  medium  between  the 
people  and  their  representatives  for  the  ex- 
pression ol  popular  opinion  on  all  public 
questions.  Let  it  also  be  the  medium  for 
instructing  the  people  on  all  political  and 
social  subjects.  It  is  i„  reality  the  only 
medium  for  such  purposes  which  the  coun- 
try possesses.  There  are  no  electioneenW 
campa.gns  as  yet  lor  the  public  discussion 
ol  public  questions,  nor  is  there  anything 
corresponding  to  ihe  pulpit  of  the  United 
States.  1  he  one  source  of  information  and 
instruction  is  the  newspaper,  and  upon  this 
medium  alone  depends  in  great  measure 
the  ate  of  the  republic.  As  long  as  the 
people  are  apathetic  and  indifferent  leavinw 
Iheir  public  affairs  in  tlie  hands  of  incotn- 
petentand  mercenary  politicians,  just  so 
long  will  they  be  misgoverned  and  tlieir 
government  be  a  failure.  They  must 
therefore  know  just  what  is  going  on,  and 
they  must  make  their  opinions  and  wishes 
lell.  I- or  these  reasons  it  is  lull  time  for 
the  press  to  wake  up  and  prepare  for  the 
approaching  session.  A  demand  should 
be  made  for  the  immediate  correction  of 
the  burdensome  features  of  the  last  tariff 
and  the  rectification  of  various  misinter- 
pretations and  blunders  made  by  ihe  custom- 


_  A  soldier  has  no  polil  cs,  and  if  we  are  leallj 
in  ibis  situalion  so  full  ol  danger,  ii  is  because  our 
military  men  Nave  not  conformed  in  their  practice 
to  this  great  principle  of  public  order.

Pie,  the  sovereign  masses,  composed  of  all  citi- 
Ml",  including  the  soldiers  who  do  not  seek  lo  be 
politicians  shall  exercise  the  utmost  vigilance  and 
gradually  become  accustomed  to  the  idea  of  cov- 
eriung  themselves  in  virtue  of  tlieir  own  light  and 
f  f  themselves  to  be  dominated  by  the  right

Without  a  phy- 
sician to  attend  the  sick,  or  a  police  official  10 
maintain  order,  or  a  notary  to  transact  legal 
busbies-,  the  situation  of  the  citizens  of  Parahyua 
is  anything  hut  satisfactory. 

—  There  seems  to  be  some  trouble  in  Jalni,  Sao 
Paulo,  between  the  state  sanitary  olhcials  and  the 
poor  people  of  the  town.  According  to  a  Sao  Paulo 
paper,  a  group  of  Portuguese  recently  threat- 
ened the  sanitary  inspector  Dr.  Ribasand  ordered 
him  to  leave  the  town.

RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 
The  action  of  Judge  Abides  Lima  in  declaring 
n constitutional  the  new  jury  law  has  provoked  a 
oleht  explosion  of  castilliisia  wrath.  (Jn  hearing 
of  the  decision  the  dictator  immediately  telegraph- 
ed lb  the  judge,  asking  whether  he  had  been  cor- 
rectly informed.  Receivinga  reply  in  the  affirm- 
ative, lie  at  once  instructed  the  state  solicitor  to 
prosecute  Alcides  Lima,  whom  he  describes  as  a 
factious  delinquent.  He  then  issued  orders  fur 
transferring  from  Rio  Grande  to  the  remote  town 
of  Passo  Fundo  the  prosecuting  attorney  Dr.  Do- 
mingos  Rocha,  who,  belonging  to  one  of  Ihe  op- 
position parlies  and  being  a  personal  Iriend  of  the 
judge,  is  considered  by  Castilhos.  open  to  suspi- 
cion. Dr.  Plinio  Casado  has  been  appointed 
prosecuting  attorney  ad  interim  and  has  already 
arrived  at  Rio  Grande  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
office.  He  has  been  instructed  to  promote  thean- 
nulment  of  the  verdict  of  the  jury,  which  was 
rendered  in  the  case  in  which  Judge  Alcides  Lima 
declared  the  new  law  unconstitutional. 

The  ptompl  action  taken  by  Castilhos  in  this 
matter  and  the  fury  wilh  which  Alcides  Lima  is 
nssailed  by  journals  published  in  the  dictator's  in- 
terest, show  (hat  the  latter  and  his  followers 'fully 
understand  the  importance  of  this  case  and  the 
danger  which  threatens  the  dictatorship  if  the 
courts  are  permitted  to  invalidate  unconstitutional 
legislation.  On  Ihe  other  hand  the  opposition 
seems  disposed  to  rally  around  the  judge  and 
make  strenuous  exertions  to  uphold  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  judiciary.  Prominent  lawyers 
have  been  consulted  and  telegrams  have  been  sent 
to  the  President  of  the  republic  informing  him  of 
all  that  has  occurred.  Among  the  lawyers  con- 
sulted is  Dr.  Ruy  Barbosa,  whose  opinion  is  de- 
cidedly favorable  to  the  action  of  the  judge.  He 
contends  lhat  Castrihos'  law  is  a  flagrant  violation 
Of  the  constitution,  attacking  in  its  essential  parts 
the  right  of  trial  by  jury,  which  a  constitutional 
provision  promises  lo  maintain. 

The  report  lhat  Gen.  Cantunria  has  tendened 
his  resignation  has  been  confirmed.  Two  motives 
are  ascribed  lo  the  commander  of  the  6th  military 
district  in  taking  this  step:  the  appointment  of 
Gen.  Argollo,  an  officer  of  interior  rank,  to  Ihe 
post  of  adjutant-general  of  the  army  and  the  pro- 
posed transfer  of  the  2o;h  battalion  of  infantry 
from  Pelolas  to  the  city  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.

—The  cultivation  of  coffee  and  sugar  in  San 
Domingo  is  being  pushed  with  much  energy  and 
ihe  next  crops  promise  welt. 

—In  the  month  of  March  there  were  shipped 
from  Victoria  10,307  bags  of  coffee  of  which  10,077 
were  for  foreign  countries  and  230  for  the  northern 
poits  of  Brazil. 

—In  the  state  of  Chiapas,  Mexico,  a  Japanese 
company  has  purchased  a  large  tract  of  fertile  lands. 
They  will  be  cultivated  by  Japanese  peasants,  who 
will  devote  themselves  mainly  to  growing  coffee, 
tobacco  and  ihe  other  ti apical  plants  especially 
adapted  to  ihe  Mexican  climate. — Merchants*  Re- 
view. 

— The  Colon  telegram  which  stated  that  the 
receipls  of  Central  American  coffee  were  smaller 
this  season  than  usual  and  that  the  crop  promises 
10  be  small,  and  which  was  printed  in  this  paper 
last  week,  is  contradicted  by  the  following  despatch 
from  Panama:  "Advices  Irom  Valparaiso,  Chili, 
to  the  Star  and  Herald,  say:  'The  coffee  crop  of 
Central  America  is  being  rapidly  ami  successfully 
gathered,  if  we  are  to  judge  from  ihe  great  cpiantily 
which  is  brought  lo  this  pon  by  the  Pacific  Mail 
steamers  for  conveyance  across  the  Panama  Rail- 
road for  Atlantic  steamship  lines.  The  stenmeis 
City  0/ Sydney  and  Barracouta,  which  arrived  at 
this  port  on  the  19th  insl.,  brought  16,000  bags 
and  it>,2oo  bags  of  coffee  respectively.  This  makes 
a  total  of  96,4(14  brought  to  this  port  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year.'  "— Merchants'  Revieiv, 
March  6.

—It  is  estimated  that  the  Cuban  revolution  will 
cost  Ihe  people  of  the  United  States  this  year  at 
leasl  $40,000,000  in  the  increased  cost  of  sugar. 

—The  slate  savings  banks  are  soon  to  have  new 
regulations,  Let  us  hope  thai  the  interests  and 
security  of  depositors  will  be  as  carefully  protected 
as  are  those  of  the  state. 

— We  are  informed  that  the  Friburgo  palacete  in 
Rua  do  Catlete  has  actually  been  purchased  by  the 
federal  government  lor  3,000,000!,  and  that  the 
President  will  soon  occupy  it  as  his  official  resi- 
deuce. 

—The  state  government  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  has 
authorized  its  representative  in  Europe  to  make  a 
contract  for  the  transportation  of  2,000  Port- 
uguese and  Spanish  emigrants  destined  for  that 
state. 

—According  to  the  report  of  the  governor  of 
Amnzoiias  the  production  of  rubber  in  that 
state  amounted  to  9,220,640  kilogrammes  in  the 
year  ended  on  June  30,  1895,  against  8,827,462 
kilogrammes  in  the  previous  year. 

—The  Diario  Popular  says  that  the  importers  of 
vermouth  are  re-exporting  that  aiticle  because  of 
the  taxes.  There  also  seems  to  be  some  blunder 
about  it.

—The  custom-house  has  arbitrarily  increased  the 
duties  on  kerosene  Irom  120  to  200  reis  per  kilo.

'Ihe  price  of  the 
FriburgO  palace,  which  the  government  is  about 
to  buy,  is  said  lo  be  3,000,000$.

—According  10  the  Munkipio  there  has  ari-en  a 
shameful  speculation  in  Campinas  on  account  of  ihe 
epidemic  there.  The  demand  for  chickens  and 
eggs  lor  the  sick  has  of  course  largelv  increased, 
and  the  dealers,  who  are  said  to  be  chiefly  Italians, 
have  therefore  increased  their  piices.  Chickens 
are  now  sold  at  %% 800  lo  3$ooo,  and  eggs  at  300 
reis  each.  Il  will  be  some  comfort  for  the  Muni- 
cipio  to  know,  perhaps,  that  we  have  been  pay- 
ihe  "epidemic  piices"  here  in  Rio  lor  a  long  time. 
—Last  year  the  receipts  of  the  Companhia  Car- 
ruagem  Flumincnses  was  664,5cS$25o  and  the  ex- 
penditures 5I7,I39$270,  leaving  a  balance  of  147,- 
368*980.  The  dividends  paid  to  the  shareholders 
amounted  lo  7o,95G$ooo.  The  company  owns 
339  mules  valued  at  67,800$  and  100  horses  valued 
at  25,000$.  The  vehicles  belonging  to  the  com- 
pany aie  valued  at  362, 534*000  and  its  buildings 
at  748,275*980.  Tne  number  of  stables  belonging 
lo  the  company  is  six.  Its  capital  is  1,200,000$. 
—  An  interesting  question  or  two  has  arisen  in 
Buenos  Aires  over  the  right  to  tax  property-own- 
ers for  street  paving.  It  has  been  the  practice  to 
assess  the  cost  upon  the  properties  fronting  on  Ihe 
street  paved,  and  it  is  also  permitted  the  authori- 
ties to  repave,  or  authorize  new  kinds  of  pavement 
as  often  as  they  please.  This  occasions  a  very 
burdensome  tax.  The  questions  are  :  Is  it  right 
to  charge  a  general  public  improvement  on  a  few 
property-holders  ?  And  should  the  municipal  au 
ihoiitics  have  the  right  to  order  repavement  at 
pleasure  at  the  cost  of  said  property-owners  ? 

—The  total  length  of  the  telephone  wires  in  S. 
Paulo  is  600  kilometres,  in  Santos  90  and  between 
the  two  rides  1,200.  The  number  of  telephones  in 
use  is  700  in  S.  Paulo  and  100  in  Sanlos.  The 
number  of  messages  sent  last  year  was  820,671  in 
S.  Paulo  and  3,600  in  Sanlos.  The  company  has 
43  employes  in  S.  Paulo,  10  ill  Santos  and  S  on 
the  lines  between  the  two  cities.  The  yearly  sub- 
scription is  160*000.  The  company  has  recently 
erected  a  new  building  with  a  capacity  for  3,000

—The  second  1  rial  of  the  new  asphalt  pavement 
on  ihe  2nd  inst.  was  pronounced  a  great  sticc-ess.

—The  River  S.  Fiancisc  <  and  its  tributaries  are 
now  navigated  by  five  stem-wheel  and  two  side 
wheel  steamboats  and  13  steam  launches.  Two 
more  steamboats  are  in  construction  and  will,  it  is 
expected,  be  finished  this  year.  The  quantity  of 
merchandise  carried  in  these  steamers  is  estimated 
at  40,000  tons  per  annum  and  is  said  to  be  rapidly 
increasing.  Merchandise  can  now  be  carried  in 
10  days  to  a  distance  which  formerly  required  a 
journey  of  three  months.  The  principal  articles  of 
merchandise  carried  on  these  sieamers  are  salt, 
dry  goods,  groceries,  tobacco,  hides,  sugar,  coffee 
and  inangabeira  rubber.  The  water  way  navi- 
gated is  1,369  kilometres  on  the  Rio  S.  frail- 
Cisco,  254  on  the  Rio  das  Velhas,  493  on  the  Rio 
Grande,  193  on  the  Rio  Fret  >  and  616  on  the 
rivers  PavacatVi  and  Corrente,  making  a  total  of 
2,925  kilometres. 

—The  new  tariff  is  couched  in  such  ambiguous 
language  that  even  on  articles  On  which  congress 
intended  to  reduce  the  duties  the  cus'om-house 
sees  its  way  to  increase  them.  Kerosene,  for  in- 
stance, paid  last  year  So  rs.  per  kilo  and  the  surtax 
of  50%,  making  altogether  120  reis.  In  revising 
the  tariff  the  duty  011  this  article  was  fixed  at  160 
reis,  less  30%,  and  il  was  declared  that  fractious  of 
less  than  40  reis  should  not  be  counted.  This 
would  reduce  the  duly  from  120  to  100  reis  per 
kilo,  which,  as  the  debates  show,  was_  ihe  inten- 
tion i-i f  congress,  kerosene  being  ihe  light  of  the 
poorer  classes,  which  congress,  in  compensation 
for  the  burdens  ihat  it  has  imposed  on  them, 
showed  a  willingness  to  favor  in  some  respects. 
The  inspector  ol  customs,  however,  lias  louud  ir1^ 
the  tariff  some  provision  which,  in  his  opinion, 
justifies  him  in  collecting  200  reis  per  kilo,  rind 
this  is  what  importers  are  now  obliged  to  pay.

Would  it  not  be  well  to  bring  the  question  befoie 
the  supreme  comt  to  determine  whether  ihe 
government  can  evade  such  a  responsibility  ?

He  could  not 
have  talked  greater  nonsense  had  he  known  some- 
thing of  the  subject.  That  yellow-fever  is  interfer 
ing  with  our  expbrls  and  thus  depressing  exchange, 
will  be  a  startling  piece  of  information  to  Ihe  Pais 
even.     He  says:  — 

"The  fall  which  has  taken  place  in  Rio  exchange 
is  not  attributed,  by  those  best  competent  lo  form 
a  judgment,  to  any  political  or  grave  commercial 
causes  of  uneasiness  or  alarm.  Indeed,  the  satis- 
factory progress  of  negotiations  for  a  pacific  ar- 
rangement of  Brazil's  boundary  dispute  with 
France  led  to  an  appieciation  in  the  current  quota- 
tions for  the  securities  of  the  republic  on  this  side. 
We  are  informed,  however,  that  the  prevalence  of 
yellow  fever  at  the  various  Brazilian  ports  is  seri- 
ously interfering  .-with  export  business,  and  thus 
creating  a  scarcity  of  bills  on  London,  -which  ne- 
cessarily depresses  the  exchange.  This  is  the  only 
explanation  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  of  the 
movement,  and  it  is,  we  believe,  the  correct  one."
